Applicants argue that a prima facie case of obviousness has not been established for a rejected claim 1. 

However, upon further review, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Noriaki"s invention pertains to rear side monitoring for a 
vehicle, and similarly Noso's invention pertains to surrounding situation monitoring for a vehicle, which is clearly within a confined range 
of an image transformation (processing/displaying) art (analogous art), wherein the both inventive systems are utilized on the vehicle. 

Furthermore, Noso's reference (secondary) is used to provide a feature (discussed below) not disclosed/taught by Noriaki's 
reference (primary). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the relevant art employing an image transformation apparatus 
for a vehicle rear monitoring device as taught by the Noriaki to incorporate the concept of a display control means for transforming the 
input Image on the basis of the positional relationship between respective pixels of the output Image to be displayed on the monitor and 
respective pixels of the Input image correponding to the output Image as taught by Noso so as to increase the stability of the display, 
thereby the driver can easily observe the displayed view (Image) with much more accuracy and details, and far less distortion 
(motivation, emphasized). 

Moreover, In response to applicant's argument that there Is no suggestion to combine the references, the Examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed Invention where 
there Is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

Henceforth, the Applicants' argument with respect to the claim 1 as discussed above Is deemed moot. 
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
